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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This Office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed September 29, 
2003. By amendment, applicant has amended claims 26-28, 31-32, 34. 4M2, 45, 49. 
52. 54. 57-59. 62, 64. 66 and 68. Claims 69-97 remain nonelected. Currently, claims 
25-98 remain pending in the application. 



2. The text of those sections of Title 35 U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in the prior Office actions, Paper Nos. 13. 16 and 21 . 

3. The objection of claim 45 is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments and 
remarks. 

4. The rejection of claims 25-68 and 98 are under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement, is maintained for the reasons 
of record. The examiner notes that applicant has shown basis for the limitation 
"approximately 1 part by weight of a powder bleach composition" (see page 29, line 1 5 
of the instant specification), and thus, the new matter rejection pertaining to this 
limitation has been withdrawn 
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5. The rejection of claims 27. 32-40. 42. 52. 57. 59. 62. 64. 66 and 68 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendments and 
remarks. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed September 29, 2003 have been fully considered but 

they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the instant specification provides support for the limitations 
"approximately 1 .5 to about 5 parts by weight of an aqueous developer composition", 
and "approximately 1 .5 to about 5 parts by weight of an aqueous based hair colorant" in 
instant claim 25. Specifically, applicant argues that the disclosure on page 29. lines 12- 
16 provides support for the limitations "approximately 1 .5 to about 5 parts by weight of 
an aqueous developer composition", and "approximately 1 .5 to about 5 parts by weight 
of an aqueous based hair colorant" in instant claim 25. However, the examiner 
respectfully asserts that the recitation 2 parts aqueous developer does not provide 
support for the claimed range of 1 .5 to about 5 parts by weight of an aqueous 
developer, and that the recitation 2 parts aqueous colorant composition does not 
provide support for the claimed range of 1 .5 to about 5 parts by weight of an aqueous 
based hair colorant.
